The de­ 
partment by custom declined to 
list the name of the exporter 
who received the permit. 
Informed sources said a sec­ 
ond and even larger deal send 
ing corn to Hungary is now' 
pending in the Commerce De­ 
partment.

Among those who left

were a couple named Loprea- 
to. whose 15-year-old son Joseph 
grew up to be .a sociology pro­ 
fessor 
at 
the

of 
Massachusetts. A f t e r coming 
back here on a vacation one 
year, he selected Stefanaconi as 
a typical town for studying un­ 


derdevelopment in the Mediter­ 
ranean area. 


When he comes here now, he 
spends iong hours playing cards 
with the villagers, talking with 
childhood 
friends, 
walking 
about the village and question­ 
ing farmhands. They all think 
he’s just seeking diversion from 
the cares of a professorial life. 
But Lopreato is gathering re­ 
search 
material on his home 
town and he already has pub- 
jlished 
a 
number 
of 
articles 
about it in sociological journals. 
Stefanaconi has been undergo­ 
ing some import changes since 
Lopreato began studying it. 
It used to have only a clay 
road running through it. muddy 
in winter and dusty in .sum­ 
mer. Now it has a well-kept, 
asphalt-paved highway.

sprouting from rooftops, 'Where

T hom as K. Oliver, director of 
the U niversity of W ashington's 
N urseries and P re m a tu re C en­ 
ter. O ther models will be turned 
over to the Los Angeles County

Linda School of Medicine and 
the U n d erw riters’ L aboratory. 
The w a rm e r is sim ply a clear 
plastic with an inside conduc­ 
tive coating that is heated by 
electric current. 
The cover m aintains a con­ 
stant te m p eratu re in the cradle 
during the critical hours follow­ 
ing the infant's birth This con­ 
stancy is especially im portant 
in the case of p re m a tu re

Acco rding to the Ency clo pedia 
Britannica, it was the prev ailing sy stem in 
American cities in the 1 9 th Century .

Battered American 'Image' 


Th e o verseas critics o f American "canned culture’* 
are alway s vo cal. Just recently my o ld English friend 
Malco lm Muggeridge, wh o o nce lived in th e United 
States lo ng eno ugh to kno w better, made th e rem ark 
th at no th ing o f cultural no te wo uld be lo st to th e wo rld 
if th e No rth American co ntinent were to disappear 
beneath th e waves. Mr. Muggeridge. wh o served as a 
newspaper co rrespo ndent in Wash ingto n, D.C., at th e 
end o f Wo rld War II befo re returning to Ixindo n to 
beco me edito r o f "Punch ,” h as visited in gracio us 
Virginia h o uses and in New England Cape Co d struc­ 
tures dating back to th e Eigh teenth Century . He h as 
read American no vels such as Melville’s "Mo by Pick” 
and Hawth o rne’s "Th e Scarlet L etter;” h e kno ws th e 
part play ed by th at fcmner Misso urian, T. S. Elio t, in 
th e mo dern po etic revival; h e is aware th at French 
literature o f th e Nineteenth Century o wes a lo t to such 
Americans as Edgar Allan Po e. Wh y , th en, sh o uld h e 
be guilty o f selling a h o ary clich e abo ut th e imitative­ 
ness o f American culture to an American publicatio n 
(th e New Yo rk Herald Tribune) fo r go o d American 
do llars? 
Th e answer, surely , is no t th at Mr. Muggeridge is 
a faker, fo r I h appen to kno w th at h e prizes h is repu­ 
tatio n fo r integrity . He h as merely spent so much time 
recently reading o th er English men o n th e subject o f 
America th at h e h as fo rgo tten wh at h e o nce knew. 


To be ho nest abo ut it, the fo reig n critics o f 
American ‘‘canned culture” are perio dically mis­ 
led by certain well-meaning citizens o f the United 
States who make spectacles o f themselv es when 
they try to understand the arts. Recently two mem­ 
bers o f the Ho use o f Representativ es, Edna F. 
Kelly o f Bro o kly n, New Yo rk and Peter Freling - 
huy sen o f New Jersey , o bjected to the ezpo rt o f 
"ero tic” wo rks o f art as representativ e o f .American 
culture. Specifically they criticized the State De- 
partment suppo rt o f the dance dramas o f Martha 
Graham, who se depictio n o f "lust” in her German 
perfo rmance o f the title ro le in her "Phaedra 
displeased them. 


If "Ph aedra” h ad been ch o reo graph ed by Mickey 
Spiliane, let u.s say , o r even a "h igh er” manipulato r o f 
super-sex such as No rman .Mailer o r Henry Miller, 
Representatives Kelly and Frelingh uy sen wo uld be o n 
so und gro und. Th ere is go o d reaso n wh y American tax 
mo ney sh o uld be spent to expo rt sexual titillatio n 
abro ad in th e effo rt to build go o d will fo r th e United 
States in th e Co ld War epo ch . But it so h appens th at 
M arth a Grah am is rath er Puritanical in h er treatm ent 
o f sexual th emes. I watch ed h er New Yo rk pro ductio n 
o f "Ph aedra” th e o th er nigh t at th e Lunt-Fo ntanne 
Th eatre, and felt th at I was in th e presence o f a 
spiritual descendant o f th e Nath aniel Hawth o rne wh o 
punish ed adultresses in h is fictio n by making th em 
wear th at emblem o f pariah h o o d, th e scarlet letter "A.” 
Marth a Grah am. In recent y ears, h as been ex­ 
trem ely active in translating th e ancient Greek dram as 
and legends into dance terms. Her "Ph aedra” is o ne 
o f a wh o le bo dy o f wo rk th at gives new versatility to 
th e enduring masterpieces o f o ne o f th e great perio ds 
o f western civilizatio n. Sh e h as so ugh t to depict classi­ 
cal th emes o f blo o d, o f revenge, o f despair. Her lo ng 
dance dram a, "Cly tem ncstra," is actually mo re grip­ 
ping th an th e spo ken Greek dram a upo n wh ich it is 
based And th e o riginal is gripping eno ugh . 


As fo r “ Phaedra,” it do es po rtray lust—the 
so rt o f lust which Shakespeare had in mind when 
he wro te: “ The ex pense o f spirit in a waste o f 
shame, is lust in actio n . . 
But the o v erall 
Impressio n o f .Miss Graham's “ Phaedra” is so mber, 
stark, and fo rbidding . As she dances the title ro le, 
lust it a sickness o f the spirit that leads to the 
supreme punishment o f death. Miss Graham, al­ 
way s so mewhat Puritanical, has cho sen to present 
her fo llo wers with a sermo n. .She claims she is 
neither a pro pag andist no r a preacher, fo r her 
artistic missio n, as she co nceiv es it, is to “ do dra­ 
matic thing s, eng ag ing thing s, trag edies, co me­ 
dies.” But so me wo rks o f art carry mo ral messag es 
willy -nilly . 


In bumbling into a wo rld wh ich is alien to th em, 
and misco nstruing wh at th ey h ave seen, o ur two Rep­ 
resentatives Kelly and Frelingh uy sen h ave led with 
th eir ch ins. It is incursio ns such as th eirs th at h elp 
perpetuate th e image o f a crude American culture. Th e 
uninfo rmed criticism, rath er th an th e th ing criticiztYi, 
fce<ls fo reign writers such as Malco lm Muggeridge 
with visio ns o f an America with o ut artistic merit 
Surely , if Mr. Muggeridge co uld see Marth a Gra­ 
h am dance, h e wo uld slo p writing no nsense abo ut th e 
U.S. "cultural wasteland,”

Changing Pattern 
In Government 


So cautiously do some communities ap­ 
proach the idea of revising local government, 
one might think such things are alm ost unheard 
of. 
Actually, of course, local government has 
changed a great deal since the early days of 
the nation. 
This is brought to mind by a news item 
reporting that one of the last two cities in the 
United States with a bicameral municipal sys­ 
tem will vote next month on a proposition to 
abandon it. The city is W aterville, Maine. 
Bicameral means two legislative branches, 
and that’s what W aterville has— a board of 
aldermen and a common council. The only other 
city with a two-branch city legislature is Everett, 
Mass. 
A 
bicameral 
municipal 
system 
seems 
strange today. Yet once it was common in the 
United States. According to the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, it was the prevailing system in 
American cities in the 19th Century. 
Perhaps in the 21st Century separate city 
and county governments will be almost un­ 
heard of in the U. S.

Battered Am erican 'Image' 


The overseas critics of American “ canned culture” 
are always vocal. Just recently my old English friend 
Malcolm Muggeridge, who once lived in the United 
States long enough to know better, m ade the rem ark 
that nothing of cultural note would be lost to the world 
if the North American continent w ere to disappear 


beneath the waves. Mr. Muggeridge, who served as a 
newspaper correspondent in Washington, D.C., at the 
end of World War II before returning to London to 
become editor of “P unch,” has visited in gracious 
Virginia houses and in New England Cape Cod struc­ 
tures dating back to the Eighteenth Century. He has 
read American novels such as Melville’s “ Moby Pick” 
and Hawthorne’s “The Scarlet L etter;” he knows the 
part played by that form er Missourian, T. S. Eliot, in 
the modern poetic revival; he is aw are that French 
literature of the Nineteenth Century owes a lot to such 
Americans as Edgar Allan Poe. Why, then, should he 
be guilty of selling a hoary cliche about the imitative­ 
ness of American culture to an American publication 
(the New York Herald Tribune) for good American 


dollars? 
The answer, surely, is not that Mr. Muggeridge is 
a faker, for I happen to know that he prizes his repu­ 
tation for integrity. He has merely spent so much tim e 
recently reading other Englishmen on the subject of 
America that he has forgotten what he once knew. 


To be honest about it, the foreign critics of 
American “canned culture” are periodically mis­ 
led by certain well-meaning citizens of the United 
States who make spectacles of them selves when 
they try to understand the arts. Recently two mem­ 
bers of the House of Representatives, Edna F. 
Kelly of Brooklyn, New York and Peter Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey, objected to the export of 
“ erotic” works of art as representative of American 
culture. Specifically they criticized the State De­ 
partment support of the dance dramas of Martha 
Graham, whose depiction of “lust” in her German 
performance of the title role in her “Phaedra 
displeased them. 


If “ Ph aedra” had been choreographed by Mickey 
Spillane, let us say, or even a “higher” manipulator of 
super-sex such as N orman Mailer or Henry Miller, 
Representatives Kelly and Frelinghuysen would be on 
sound ground. There is good reason why American tax 
money should be spent 
to export sexual titillation 
abroad in (he effort to build good will for the United 
States in the Cold War epoch. But it so happens that 
Martha G raham is rather Puritanical in her treatm ent 
of sexual themes. I watched her New York production 
of “ P h aed ra” the other night at the Lunt-Fontanne 
Theatre, and felt that I was in the presence of a 
spiritual descendant of the Nathaniel Hawthorne who 
punished adultresses in his fiction by making them 
wear that emblem of pariahhood, the scarlet letter “ A." 
M artha Graham, in recent years, has been ex­ 
tremely active in translating the ancient Greek d ram as 
and legends into dance terms. Her “ P h aed ra” is one 
of a whole body of work that gives new versatility to 
the enduring masterpieces of one of the great periods 
of western civilization. She has sought to depict classi­ 
cal them es of blood, of revenge, of despair. Her long 
dance dram a, “Clytemnestra,” is actually more grip­ 
ping than the spoken Greek dram a upon which it is 
based. And the original is gripping enough. 


As for “ Phaedra,” it does portray lust—the 
sort of lust which Shakespeare had in mind when 
he wrote: “The expense of spirit in a waste of 
shame, is lust in action . . 
But the overall 
impression of Miss Graham's “ Phaedra” is somber, 
stark, and forbidding. As she dances the title role, 
lust is a sickness of the spirit that leads to the 
supreme punishment of death. Miss Graham, al­ 
ways somewhat Puritanical, has chosen to present 
her followers with a sermon. She claims she is 
neither a propagandist nor a preacher, for her 
artistic mission, as she conceives it, is to "do dra­ 
matic things, engaging things, tragedies, come­ 
dies.” But some works of art carry moral messages 
willy-nilly. 


In bumbling into a world which is alien to them, 
and misconstruing what they have seen, our two R ep­ 
resentatives Kelly and Frelinghuysen have led with 
their chins. 
It is incursions such as theirs that help 
perpetuate the image of a crude American culture. The 
uninformed criticism, rath er than the thing criticized, 
feeds foreign v ’iters such as Malcolm Muggeridge 
with visions of an America without artistic merit. 
Surely, if Mr. Muggeridge could see Martha G ra­ 
ham dance, he would stop writing nonsense about the 
U S. “cultural wasteland.”

WASHINGTON—Under one set 
of circumstances, Richard Nixon 
could be nominated for the Pres­ 
idency by the Republican Nation­ 
al Convention in 1964—and under 
another 
set 
of 
circumstances, 
Barry Coldwater could be named. 


A final choice, as it looks now’, 
will depend on the dominance of 
particular 
issues 
eight 
months 
hence. 
Indeed, 
the 
delegates 
themselves will hardly know the 
prevalent trend of public opinion 
until convention time is almost at 
hand. 


For the Republican Presidential 
nomination will not be decided 
just on the basis of popularity 
polls or personality charm as ap­ 
praised 
inside 
th e . Republican 
Party. The decision will be relat­ 
ed directly to the mood of the 
whole country in the sum m er of 
1964—and not just the Republican 
mood. The delegates, of course, 
W’ill have to be the judges of the 
mood of the country and of the 
candidate who fits it best. 
Which mood then would bring 
about a Coldwater or a Nixon 
nomination? Senator Coldw ater^ 
strength today arises largely from 
his hard-hitting campaign against 
the Kennedy administration. He 
is trying earnestly to convince the 
country that there ought to be a 
change. Almost every speech or 
statement he makes meets with 
instant approval among millions 
of voters who feel deeply that the 
Kennedy administration has fail­ 
ed them. This is called “ the nega­ 
tive vote.” It doesn’t concern it­ 
self too much 
with alternative 
policies or causes but firmly in­ 
sists that a change of adm inistra­ 
tion is the first and most im port­ 
ant goal to be achieved. 
The strength of former Vice 
President 
Nixon, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, comes into focus when the 
assets and liabilities of the Ken­ 
nedy administration are added up 
and the Republican analysts be­ 
gin to calculate whether the P re s­ 
ident can be defeated for reelec­ 
tion. 
There is one factor, for instance, 
which probably will have consid­ 
erable weight. It is that Richard 
Nixon cam e close to winning in 
1960, Several times in history a

defeated candidate has been giv­ 
en another nomination. A shift of 
a total of 30,000 votes in two 
states would have won the Presi­ 
dency for Mr. Nixon. But could he 
hold next year the voters he got 
before and acquire in addition a 
substantial number who voted for 
his opponent in 1960? 
Certainly there has been a good 
deal of shifting on 
both sides 
since the last election. Many let­ 
ters received by this correspond­ 
ent from different parts of the 
country have been from voters 
who vehemently state that they 
would never cast another ballot 
for Mr. Kennedy. But there have 
been m any others who have writ­ 
ten that, while they voted in 1960 
for Mr. Nixon, Mr. Kennedy would 
have their vote next time. A care­ 
ful size-up of these shifts inside 
both parties will have to be made 


in order to estimate whether Mr. 
Nixon has had a net loss or a net 
gain. 
There are, of course, certain 
m ajor weaknesses in the Kennedy 
lineup of states even as of today. 
Thus the "Solid South" is sure to 
be broken again and to a greater 
degree than in 1960. There is dis­ 
affection in the North, too, on the 
administration’s 
“civil 
rights” 
stand, for instance, and the Ari­ 
zona Senator is certainly the can­ 
didate who would be able to win 
m any of the dissenting voters on 
this question. Mr. Nixon has taken 
a middle-of-the-road position. 
The chances are, however, that 
this particular issue will not be 
the controlling one 
among 
the 
Northern 
Republican 
delegates, 
who will constitute a majority of 
the convention. They have yet to 
be convinced that defections from

This organ 
is vulnerable because it 
stores 
the infected urine from the kid­ 
neys. Consequently, varying de­ 
grees of cystitis (inflamed blad­ 
der) co-exist and this frequently 
provides the clue that the kidneys 
are involved. 


The bladder becomes irritable 
and the c h i l d urinates small 
amounts 
at 
frequent 
intervals. 
Others 
cry 
whenever 
urine 
is 
passed because it burns or hurts. 
These complaints should not he 
ignored just because the child is 
healthy and happy otherwise. 
Chronic 
kidney 
infections 
be­ 
come m ore serious as the years 
pass. Some types of high blood 
pressure are traced to this con­ 
dition. Uremia may occur when 
the kidneys 
refuse 
to 
function 
properly. 


Any chronic or recurring 
in­ 
fection of the urinary tract de­ 
serves a thorough study, includ­ 
ing X rays of the kidneys and, 
if necessary, a cystoscopic exam ­ 
ination 
in 
which the physician 


looks inside the bladder with a 
special tube. Conditions such as 
stones, tumors, or defects along 
the passageway encourage urin­ 
ary tract infections. A complete 
checkup is the best way to detect 
them.

WHEN THE ANNOUNCEMENT was made last week 
that Frostburg State College had scheduled a football 
game with Georgetown Univ ersity, we felt certain some­ 
body had to be kidding. 
Georgetown, once an Eastern football p ower, drop p ed 
the sp ort in 1950 and hasn’t engaged in inter-collegiate 
comp etition since. 
But the Washington institution has maintained a 
highly successful intramural grid p rogram (regulation 
football, not touch) with teams rep resenting each of the 
four classes. 
Come Saturday, Nov ember 23. an all-star team from 
the intramural league will meet Frostburg’s Bobcats in 
an honest-to-goodness college football contest at Kehoe 
Field on the Georgetown camp us. 
The select squad of about 35 Georgetown all-stars 
will p ractice as a team for two weeks before the unique 
battle. 


STUDENT INTEREST PROMPTED Georgetown offi- 
cials to schedule the game. The Very Rev . Edward B. 
Bunn. S. J., p resident of the univ ersity, ap p rov ed the 
students’ request and athletic director Jack Hagerty 
comp leted the arrangements. 
Shep herd College was the first op p onent sought by 
Hagerty, but the West Virginia school turned down the 
offer because of scheduling conflicts and Frostburg 
State was contacted. 
Coach Ron VanRyswyk of Frostburg had certain 
reserv ations about such a v enture at first, but finally 
decided to oblige the Hoyas. 
VanRyswyk. when ñ rst contacted, felt the game 
might be a mismatch. He was giv en assurance, howev er, 
that Georgetown has a lot of good football p layers and 
should giv e the Bobcats an interesting battle. 
One fact cannot be disp uted. Players in the George­ 
town intramural league are well coached, with sev eral 
graduate students who lettered in football at major col­ 
leges handling the duties. 
Rev . Robert L. Hoggson. S. J. faculty moderator of 
athletics at Georgetown, emp hasized that the Frostburg 
game is an adjunct to the intramural p rogram and not 
the op ening of a full inter-collegiate p rogram. 


THERE IS A POSSIBILITY that the Hoyas will 
resume v arsity football on a minor scale, and this was 
“a p rimary factor in VanRyswyk’s decision to accep t their 
inv itation for Nov ember 23. 
The Frostburg coach regards Georgetown as a “p res­ 
tige" school and he would like to hav e the Cap ital City 
univ ersity as a regular op p onent. 
Another oddity is found on Frostburg’s 1963 sched­ 
ule, also inv olv ing a Washington school. 
Gallaudet College is being met twice this season by 
the Bobcats, p ractically an unheard of p ractice in college 
football. 
A simp le exp lanation for the “double date" is offered 
by VanRyswyk. "We both wanted another game and we 
both had an op en date to fill."

W HEN THE ANNOUNCEMENT was made last week 
that. Frostburg State College had scheduled a football 
game with Georgetown University, we felt certain some­ 
body had to be kidding. 
Georgetown, once an Eastern football power, dropped 
the sport in 1950 and hasn't engaged in inter-collegiate 
competition since. 
But the Washington institution has maintained a 
highly successful intramural grid program (regulation 
football, not touch ) with teams representing each of the 
four classes. 
Come Saturday, November 23. an all-star team from 
the intramural league will meet Frostburg^ Bobcats in 
an honest-to-goodness college football contest at Kehoe 
Field on the Georgetown campus. 
The select squad of about 35 Georgetown all-stars 
will practice as a team for two weeks before the unique 
battle. 


STUDENT INTEREST PROMPTED Georgetown offi­ 
cials to schedule the game. The Very Rev. Edward B. 
Bunn. S. J., president of the university, approved the 
students' request and athletic director Jack Hagerty 
completed the arrangements. 
Shepherd College was the first opponent sought by 
Hagerty, but the West Virginia school turned down the 
offer because of scheduling conflicts and Frostburg 
State was contacted. 
Coach Ron YanRyswyk of Frostburg had certain 
reservations about such a venture at first, but finally 
decided to oblige the Hoyas. 
VanRvswyk. when first contacted, felt the game 
might be a mismatch. He was given assurance, however, 
that Georgetown has a lot of good football players and 
should give the Bobcats an interesting battle. 
One fact cannot be disputed. Players in the George­ 
town intramural league are well coached, with several 
graduate students who lettered in football at major col­ 
leges handling the duties. 
Rev. Robert L. Hoggson, S. J. faculty moderator of 
athletics at Georgetown, emphasized that the Frostburg 
game is an adjunct to the intramural program and not 
the opening of a full inter-collegiate program. 


TH ERE IS A PO SSIBILITY that the Hoyas will 
resume varsity football on a minor scale, and this was 
a primary factor in VanRvswyk’s decision to accept their 
invitation for November 23. 
The Frostburg coach regards Georgetown as a “ pres­ 
tige" school and he would like to have the Capital City 
university as a regular opponent. 
Another oddity is found on Frostburg^ 1963 sched­ 
ule. also involving a Washington school. 
Gallaudet College is being met twice this season by 
the Bobcats, practically an unheard of practice in college 
football. 
A simple explanation for the “ double date” is offered 
by VanRvswyk. “ We both wanted another game and we 
both had an open date to fill.” 
~ 
This Saturday’s FSC-Gallaudet meeting at Washing-
